“Let us recall the case brought by 
Argentina against Isruel concerning 
the abduction of Adolf Eichmann 
from Argentine territory by Israeli 
citizens," Mr. Ghorra wrote. “Ar- 
gentina complained this action was

Soviet call for Asian 
security pact 


MOSCOW. — The Soviet Union 
yesterday renewed its call for ἃ 
collective security pact in Asia and 
said China agreed, but the main 
obstacle remained “U.S. agression 
in Vietnam.” 

It denied that the pact would 
simply allow the Soviet Union “to 
fil in the vacuum (caused by) the 
withdrawal of American, British 
and other imperialist forces from 
Asia." It said a collective security _ 
arrangement could stem from either 
bilateral or regiona) treaties. 

Victor Mayevski, 2 leading poli- 
tical commentator for “Pravda,” 
the Communist Party newspaper, 
said, “The struggle for security in 
Asia is imseparable in the present 
conditions from the struggle to put 
an end to the U.S. aggression, for 
the settlement of the problems of 
Vietnam.”

As Mr. Kantorowitz sees it, Re- 
hov Litienblum's main function to- 
day igs not as a marketplace for 
pocket cash, since the differential 
between the legal exchange rateand 
that on Lilienblum is less than five 
per cent. This, he says, makes it 
upworthwhile to resort to Liienblum 
as a steady source of supply. The

“Lilienblum's operations probably 
can never be halted,” states Mr. 
Kantorowitz. “You have Lilfenblum 
Streets all over the world — even 
in country's that have a death 
Penalty for illegal currency opera- 
tions.”

τὴς Scharf heads Travex, one of 
the country's largest travel and 
tour agencies, and is chairman of 
the Israel -Association of ‘Tour 
Operators. 


“The present allocation is illogical 
and unfair,” he says. “Years ago, 
@ person who travelled abroad only 
once in two years would be allowed 
to buy $500 for travel. Today there's 
only the fat allocation of $250 — 
for everyone. Thus, if you go abroad 
once ἃ month you get the same al- 
lotment each time, as the man who 
goes once in five years. This 
amounts to discrimination against 
the leas affluent citizen. In addition, 
‘we find that people who travel only 
once in five years spend more time 
abroad and have even greater need 
of more foreign currency.” 

On the subject of discrimination, 
Mr. Scharf also complains about the 
TL600 travel tax. “Why should the 
Israeli who can afford only a trip 
to Greece or Cyprus pay the same 
TL600 as the one who goes to Aus- 
tralia or the U.S.? If there must 
be a surcharge, let it be a gradua- 
ted one, pegged as a percentage of 
the price of the ticket.” 

Question for Mr. Scharf: If we 
are such 8. poor country and, be- 
sides, pose all these difficulties for 
foreign travel, how is It that Is- 
raelis are golng abroad in record 
numbers? 

Look,” reples Mr. Scharf. “You 
must remember that all our land 
borders with our neighbours are 
sealed to us. When a Frenchman

And there 
ig just no way of curbing the nor- 
™mal desire of people to see another 
country.” 

Sow much travel and accommo- 
dation can 5250 buy nowadays? Not 
much, Mr. Scharf says. "Even for a 
Modest trip you need at least 520 
per day for Hurope and $35 for 
North America, And this does not 
include shopping.” 


As a result, Mr. Scharf believes, 
“well over half’ of all Israel trav- 
ellers must have more than $250 
for their journey. He thinks the 
Treasury people know very well that 
they are either leaving the country 
with more than the ellocatlon they 
purchased from their banks, or are 
getting it overseas. 

Repeated appeals to the Treasury 
by the Travel and Touring Associa- 
tion, for an increase in the allot- 
ment, have been ignored. 

As a result, the Israeli returning 
from his holiday abroad usually 
readies an answer for that inevitable 
question that will be shot at him 
by his friends and neighbours: “How 
did you manage?” 

He smiles. “Mistadrim,” he says, 
“mistadrim” — you find a way.”

TENNIS JUNIORS GET

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The Supreme Court partly allowed 
an appeal against a judgment of the 
Haifa District Court delivered on 
May 26, 1971 iin C.C. 1464/69). 

The appellant, Nissim Markowitz, 
was injured in a work accident in 
1966 while employed by the respon- 
dents as a skilled mechanic, Includ- 
ed in the damages awarded him by 
the Haifa District Court in 1971 was 
the sum of IL85,655 for loss of 
future earnings. This sum was based 
upon the annual wages for the year 
1971 ofa mechanic of the appellant's 
standing in the respondents’ em- 
ploy, plus 10 per cent average in- 
crement, over the period of 11 years 
during which the appellant would 
presumably have continued working 
had he not been injured, the District 
Court holding that although 8. great- 
er increment in wages could he 
expected, this would be offset by 
the increase in the cost-of-living in- 
dex to which the compensation re- 
ceived by the appellant could be 
linked upon investment. 

The appellant appealed against 
this head of damages, arguing that 
the District Court should have added 
an average increment of 25 per 
cent instead of 10 per cent. 

Mr. Enbar appeared for the ap- 
pellant and Mr. Kommissar for the 
respondents.

pect an injured worker and his 
family, victims of the wrongs of 
others, to bear the brunt of such in- 
flationary tendencies. They are en- 
titled by law to full compensation 
for their present and future losses 
and if their compensation were pared 
down, for spurious fear of partici- 
pating, as it were, in the infla- 
tionary race, this would amount to 
complete disregard “of their legi- 
timate rights without any legal or 
mora! justification. 
Having replied, in general, to the 
argument that allowance should be 
made for the inflationary tendencies 
im the economy when fixing com- 
pensation for loss of future earn- 
ings, Justice Berinson then went on 
to consider the merits of the par- 
ticular case under consideration. 

All were agreed, he said, that the 
appellant could have expected to 
reach a higher grade by 1973 and 
this would have given him a rise 
in wages of 16 per cent. In addition, 
im consequence of the “package 
deal” and additional agreements be- 
tween workers and employers the 
appellant could have expected a fur- 
ther increase of eight per cent in 
his wages by the end of 1973. This

Car insurance rates will rise 
again in the next few weeks — 
and another increase, probably of 
10 per cent, will follow next 
January. This was agreed upon 
Tnesday at 2 meeting between 
representatives of the Insurance 
Company Association and officials 
of the Treasury's National Sa’ Β 
Authority, the government bo 
charged with supervision of in- 
surance. 

Authority Commissioner Ya'acov 
Picker told The Jerusalem Post last 
night, that the terms of the under- 
standing reached on Tuesday provide 
for a basic rise in premiums of 
three per cent. However, a series of 
surcharges were also approved, and 
these will bring the carriers between 
four and five per cent more in 
premiums.

TEL AVIV. — A declaration of 
love is not a promise of marriage 
and therefore not legally binding.

Administrative 
irregularities

Administrative irregularities have 
peen reported by the State Comp- 
troller in the activities of the Sha- 
fir Regional Council during the pe- 
riod from 1963-64 through 1969-71. 
The council covers 12 settlements 
in the Ashkelon region, occupying 
approximately 96,000 dunams. 

A check of payroll records for 
1970-71 showed that nine council 
employees had been pald salaries in 
exceng of the Interior Ministry grad- 
ing standards. 

The council hired workers without 
medical examinations despite regule- 
ons requiring thls. 

The council also failed to keep 
accurate records of its land rights, 
ag required by law, It also did not 
keep adequate files of furniture and 
equipment in its offices and educa- 
tional institutions. Most of this equip- 
ment does not carry a label identify- 
ing it ag council property. 

The council did not keep a list 
of business enterprises which owe 
dt texes making colelction difficultor 
impossible.
